Carlisle of st. Louis arrived this morning as 
one of a party which ineludes ex-Gov.

Prevents the Brewery Association Being 
Given Advantage of the Reduced 
Rates Allowed Consumers of Over 
50,000,000 Gallons Annually—Judge 
Withrow’s Opinion—News of the Civil 
Oourts. 


Judge Withrow to-day decided the case of. 
the St. Louis Brewing Association vs. the 
City of St. Louis tn favor of the city upon an 
agreed statement of facts pre- 
sented some time ago. The ac- 
tion was begun Jan. 14, 1691, to recover 
$14,228.09, an amount alleged to have been 
paid by the association for the use of water 
in excess of legal rates. It was alleged by 
the association that it was chargeable only 
at the rate of 1 cent per 100 gallons, Dut that 
the Assessor and Collector of Water Rates 


demanded and exacted 1% cents per 100 
allons. The association o a seventeen 
reweries. The city 0 ances provide 

that when the amount of water used by 

manufacturers or similar associations sh 2 

exceed 50, 000, 000 galions annually that t 
price charged shall be 1 cent per 100 — 

even though the estabiishment using the 
water may be located in one or more ad- 

joining biocks. The Brewing Association 
claimed that it had several breweries in ad 
joining biocks and was entitied to pay 
only 1 cent per 100 gallons instead 
of the regular price of one and 
one-quarter cents and algo, gh 
there were seventeen Drewerles with 
separate water connections the association 
was entitied to be charged for the ag- 

gregate amount of water used, some 246, 
galionsannually. The Judge held hald that inas- 
much as there were streets between the ad- 

joining biocks of the breweries the associa- 

tion did not come under the adjoining biock 
clause, and that the association could not 
lump its water supply, but that each brew- 
ery must be charged for the amount of water 
used. As none of the breweries in the asso- 
clation used 50,000,000 gallons annually, its 

claim to be charged only 1 cent per 100 

gallons was not weil taken.

Interesting Correspondence Between the 
Specehts and the High Priest. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—Anticipating 
the sensational disclosures which young Jos. 
A. Specht threatens to make of Dr. Granby 8. 
Howard and the Gunston Hall cult, tne 
young man’s mother has placed in the hands 
of Col. R. A. Sprague, her attorney, numer- 
ous letters and documents that are cal- 
culated to prove Dr. Howard guiltless of the 
charges made against him, Col. 
Sprague is authorizea to make such 
use of the papers as is prompted 
by his best judgment and he has allowed 
newspaper correspondents to make copies of 
the entire batch. They show that Mr. 
Specht was for a longtime in full sympathy 
with his wife and that donations made to 


Dr. Howard had nis full approval. 

Mrs. Specht writes to Dr. Howard under 
date of Aug. 81, 1891, to say that her husband 
will pay $1,000 at once and $4,000 more as soon 
as it can be collected, and she informs him 
that Mr. 8 at is willing that the doctor 
shall use the money as he shal! deem best. 

There are several letters from Mr. Specht 
to Howard, in which the st. Louis 
millionaire betrays a deep interest in the 
a, sect of which Howard is the High 

riest. In one Mr. 5 says: 1 have 
made up my mind totake a hand in the wel- 
fare aud success of your work myself. 1 
want to assist you ina business way and put 
things ona aGbasis.’’ In another of more 
recent date, Mr. Spechtinvites Dr. Howard 
to make his home with him and adds: 1 
looked over your last letter to me yesterday 
with much interest, and thought the con- 
tents are certainly of a noble character, and 
struck me as coming from a very high in- 
spiration. You are certainly a wonderfu! 
man. and I am almost inclined to think I 
wes very fortunate in coming across your 
pathway. 

There are letters from young Specht to Dr. 
Howard in which he berates fhimself for mis- 
conduct, and there is one he addressed to his 
parents at the time he left Gunston Hall, in 
which he says he is going away, never to re- 
turn, and conclades with a severe castiga- 
tion of both his father and mother. 

He declares that his father was never sat- 
ised unless he (the son) was laboring, and 
he hopes that it will be some consolation to 
bis father to Know that he must now either 
work or starve. He enjoins his mother to 
treat hig father with more kindness, and 
**pot allow the Howard matter to cause you 
secretly to despise my father. He hopes 
that God will show both his parents the true 
way, which he thinks is Christ, and he closes 
by telling them that they have his love, but 
not his respect. 

Ool. Sprague, referring to the trouble ex- 
isting between the Spechts, says that Mrs. 
Specht some time ago made a will Deaueath- 
9 the famous old mansion, known as 
Guaston Hall, and the vast estate belonging 
to it to the society organized by Dr. Howard. 
Her husband and son learned of this and, 
during her recent visit to st. Louis, her 
private box was broken open and tbe 
will and other papers were taken. Mrs. 
Specht then, Col. Sprague says, decided to 
apply to the courts fora legal separation 
from her husband, {but before proceedings 
could be begun Mr. Specht applied to the 
courts to have ber sanity investigated. 
Before anything was done Judge Jere WII- 
son, acting as peacemaker, persuaded 
the aged couple to abandon legal 
proceedings and return to Gunston Hall. 
Concerning the statement that Dr. Howard, 
through hypnotic influence, got possession 
of Mrs, Specht’s Giamonds, Col. Sprague 
says Mrs. Specht authorized bim to state 
that she voluntarily gave the diamonds to 
Dr. Howard in payment for medical services 
to her youngest child.

WAR BEGUN. 


Bleody Result of the Death ef Saltan 
Muley Hassan. 


TANGIER, June 18.—The troubles antici- 
pated as @ result of the death of Sultan 
Muley Hassan and the proclamation of his 
younger son, Abdul Asis, as his successor, 
seem likely to be as serious as at first appre- 


hended. 

The soldiers of Abdul Asiz are raiding the 
villages in the vicinity of their camp and 
thereby causing a bitter feeling a«ainst 
them among the tribesmen of the vicinity. 

In addition a French courier has been at- 
tacked and wounded and the mall matter in- 
tended for the foreign residents in the in- 
terior, which he was carrying, has been 
stolen. The British gunboat Bramble has 
arrived. 

The Governor of Tangier has issued a de- 
cree inviting the Kabyles to come armed to 
the religious festival which is to be held this 
week. 

Though the above facts nt to trouble of 
serious nature, it is stated that generally the 

opulation of the interior of Morocco are in 

a vor of the succession of Abdul Aziz to the 
Saltanate. 

Sultan Abul Aziz left Rabat this afternoon 
for Fez, accompanied by a strong force of 
troops. 


DUBOIS ON THE TARIFF. 


Disasters That Would Ensues From Piac- 
ing, Wool on the Free List. 
WasuiInoton, D. C., June 18.—Mr. Dubois 
delivered a speech in the Senate to-day on 
the tarif of which the following is an ab- 


stract: 

Mr. Dubois made a stroug protest against 
placing wool on the free list as disastrous to 
the great sheep-raising industry of his sec- 
tion, Although the bill was not yet a law he 


gald that it was not possible to-day to sell a 
ound of woolin Idaho except at a discount 
nominal market price, 
present rate of duty 
on wool. The fleeces had 
been grown under the system of protection 
and were now to be sacrificed under the sys- 
temat tree trade. If the Dill carried out 
logically the demand of the Democratic plat- 
form for free raw materials he would not ask 
a Democratic Senate to make an exception of 
wool, but in passing partially protective 
duties on coal, iron ore, etc., under the sham 
excuse of revenue, he denounced the 
discrimination against the American 
farmer. The wool industry of Idaho had 
prospered under the McKinley tariff. From 
1890 to 1893 the focks doubled. The threat of 
free wool fell on 800,000 sheep, worth $2,000, - 
000, and yielding an annuai clip of 5,000,000 
pounds. The decline in the vaiue of * 
and clips since free wool was proclaimed al- 
most equalled the value of the flocks before 
the threat was heard. 

Mr. Dubois then drifted into the discussion 
of the silver-lead mining industry of the 
Rocky Mountain section, which had fallen 
under the blight since the passage of the 
bill repealing the purc clause of the 
Sherman act, and the threat of free lead 
ores in the House tariff bill. He described at 
lepgth the industrial conditions of the 
West, with mines closed and thousands 
out of ‘employment and contrasted 
the conditions with those that existed 
under the McKinley law. In the course of this 

rtion of his remarks he referred to the po- 
itical capital made out of the Homestead 
strike in the campaign of 1892, and Dipced 
alongside of it tue picture of strikes, K. 
outs, riots and bloodshed everywhere to-day, 
quoting, as he said, at random from news- 
papers of the past two months.

THE SUBWAY PLAN. 


The ordinance given out by the Subway 
Commission ae the result of its labors to 
provide a plan to bury the wires in a 
Municipal conduit seems to meet all the 
requirements of the case. 

The pian of the commission apparently 
covers all the points generally agreed 
upon as essential to a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the problem. It provides for 
a subway to be built under 
the direction of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements which shall afford 
ample accommodations under proper con- 
ditions for all the electric wires, except 
those of the trolley railways, in the city. 
It reserves the control of thissubway to 
the Municipality under a special board 
created for this purpose and the right to 
purchase at the end of a term of twenty-five 
years. It empowers the authorities to 
force wires underground. The financial 
difficulties are met by a plan for 
the building of the conduit with 
private capital and the rental of it to the 
city at fair remuneration. A fund for the 
purchase of the conduit is also provided 
for. The work is to be begun within 
thirty days from the making of the con- 
tract and completed within two years. 

It is possible that minor details of the 
plan may require amendment but in the 
main it embodies exactly what St. Louis 
wants. Its adoption by the Municipal 
Assembly will secure a prompt 
burying of the unsightly and 
dangerous wires in 2 conduit 
system which cuts off all possibility of 
monopoly. All the advantages of the 
control and ownership of the franchise are 
reserved for the city under a plan which 
offers a fair return for the capital invested. 
The work should be begun at the earliest 
possible period. 


‘THE NON-PARTISAN TRUSTS. 


Although Mr. Havemeyer was not, to 
use Senator Brice’s apt phrase, ‘‘in a re- 
membering mood,’’ when testifying be- 
fore the Senate Committee, he dropped a 
few exceedingly interesting remarks about 
the contributions of the Sugar Trust 
to political campaign funds. He 
said the Sugar Trust had made 
political . contributions to both 

but through the State, not the 
national, committees. He denied that the 
trust gave to both parties in one State, and 
when asked how the equalization was 
arranged, replied: 

Well, New York is a Democratié State. 
We giveto the Democrats there and to the 


Republicans in Massachusetts. We never 
give to the minority. 


The Sugar Trust has adopted the po- 
litical principles so ably set forth by the 
late Jay Gould when he told a New York 
legislative committee that he was a Dem- 
ocrat in Democratic § districts, a 
Republican in Republican districts 
and an rie man everywhere. These 
are the principles of all trusts, 
combinations and individuals who are in 
The Sugar 
Trust is non-partisan—it is for any party 
that can be of use to the Sugar Trust. 

But Mr. Havemeyer adds to the trust’s 
platform a bit of calculating cynicism. 
which even Mr. Gould did not dare to 

avow, He says, We never give to the 
minority.’’ The trust does not bother 
about the right or wrong of issues. It 
does not waste money on minorities, - 
however right they may be. It cares 
only for might, for the majority, for 
the party in power which can serve 
it with substantial favors. By following 
this policy in the States it keeps a pull on 
both sides in Washington.

HaNSEROUGA’S TARIFF VIEWS. 


Pays Particular Attention to Wool and 
Grain as Affecting the Northwest. 


WASHINGTON, June 138. — The following 
is the substance of an address on she tariff 
delivered in the Senate to-day by Mr. Hans- 
brough (Republican) of North Dakota: 
@While favoring the principle of protection 
and desiring to see that the policy was per- 


petuated, he was opposed to the protective 
tariff bill now before the Senate. He op- 
posed it on account of its discriminations, 
its sectional inequalities and its false . 
tenses. it discriminates against the peo 
of the sWest gin placing] wool ‘on the f oe 
list, and it favors the people of other sec- 
tions in giving rice a duty of 
per cent. It levies a duty 
of more than 80 per cent upon sugars 
and places wheat, four and many Ostet RO 
ducts of the farm on the free list hile 
claiming to be in the interest of the exten- 
sion of our markets for agricultural pro- 
ducts, it strikes down the reciprocity clause 
of the McKinley act, thereby narrowing the 
American farmer’s foreign market dy mil- 
lions of dollars. He eclared that the 
wool raisers west of the Mississippi 
River would be obliged to go out of the busi- 
ness, for the simple reason that while 
the cost to him of producing wool was from 
10 to 12 sents per pound; — 1 in Australia 
was from 6 to 6 cents 8 and in addi- 
tion to this, that while the “trelghts from 
Rocky Mountain points to Boston and Phila- 
Gelphia were 2% to 8 cents per pound, the 
carrying charges from Australia were less 
than 1 cent per pound., He was confident 
that hereafter, if this bill passed sheep would 
be raised in the West only for mutton. 
Referringtothe grain schedule, he said 
that the duty which Canada had been paying 
in order to sell barley In our market was a 
tax upon the Canadian farmer and that 
the money went into our treasury 
as a contribution from him and 
that it was not a tax upon the 
consumer of barley in this country. The in-
